by one leg, and Eastman was pinned 
under the back of the front seat. 


Help was summoned from a nearby 
farm house, and the car lifted off the 
unfortunate men, and Mr. Eastman | 
rushed to the, Wetaskiwin hospital, 
emhere it was found that life was ex- 
tinct. Mr. Compton and Mr. Crassy 
were taken to the home of the for-’ 
mer’s parents in the city, where they 
received treatment. 

The late Mr. Eastman's relatiyes 
reside at Victoria, B.C., and the re- 
mains are at present being held for in- 
‘structions from them. The coroner 
made an investigation, and decided 
that an inquest was unnecessary, the 
fatality being purely accidental.

Modifications Made 


To Taxation Plans 


Ottawa June 12—Hon, 8. 8. Fielding, 
-minister of finance, tonight presented 
‘to the house important modifications 
‘to hig own budget proposals, The 
much discussed tax, on cheques and 
‘express money orders, as Was expect- 
‘ed, is modified. The original rate of 
two cents per fifty dollars remains, 
‘put the maximum of tax will be two 
dollars. There are reductions in the 
tax on cigarettes, on soft drinks, on 
beet sugar, on stock transfers, al- 
though bonds are now included. There 
is a new tax of two cents on receipts 
‘of ten dollars and over ,a change in 


‘the classification on cigars so as to 


make the higher paid cigar pay more 
and cheap cigar a little less. There 
‘js a readjustment of the automobile 
tax and a change in the regulations 
‘regarding depreciated currency. 

Mr, Fielding’s announcement was 
preceded by an analyiss of criticisms 
‘of his financial proposals made both 
within and without the house. He 
spoke feclingly, all the three parties 
giving him thelr meed of applause, 
of the many kind things said of him 
during the debate in what, as he put 
it, “might be called the evening of

at last by the needle of a magnetic

Thirty} minuteg: more drilling and 
the Imperial’ Oil.company would have 
tapped a gusher.of oil at the Fabyan 
well as productive ag any on the con- 
tinent, says John: 0. Williams, geolo- 
gist; of. Calgary,:who reached Edmon- 
ton Friday, from<Wainwright. As it 
was seven hundred feet of ofl which 
was in the well: was blown out by the 
gas pressure, he’ declares, Mr. Wil 
liams states that at the present time 
the derrick, buildings, fencing ané 
ground all around the Imperial well 
are covered with black oil. 

Questioned ‘as to the correctness of 
the reports’ which ‘appeared in The 
Bulletin in respect to the strike, Mr. 
Williams sald that these were true 
in every particular, and that ag a mat- 
ter of fact few people ontside those 
who actually saw: the well blow out 
realize what has occurred, or what It 
meang to the Dominion. 

Mr. Willfams states that there was 
seven hundred. feet of oil in thee drill- 
ing, the raising of the baler showing 
this to be of a brown color; that the 
drillers were engaged in what fs tech- 
nically known as ‘underrimming for 
several hours when’ salt water broke 
through the-mud. wall made by the 
rotary drill, and a tremendous pres- 
sure of gas forced itself out under the 
eight Inch’ casing. : :

BE. A. Strickland, entomologist — in 
charge of the campaign, has made a 
report to Mr. Hoadley on the results 
of certain experiments in various 
kinds of poison bait. Mr. Strickland’s 
report is summurized as follows: 

“The recent hot dry weather has 
resulted in a very rapid hatching of 
grasshoppers throughont the infested 
area, The demandg for poisoned bait 
are so great that though there are 
nearly two hundred mixing stations 
now operating in the provinee, each 
of which can turn out ebout two tons 
of the prepared bait, it has been found 
| necessary at some of them to put on 
‘a night shift to cope with the demand, 

“Gratifying reports of the rapidity 
with which the balt has held outbreak 
in check have been received from 
many localities, though some disap- 
pointment has been expressed in some 
districts where the season has been 
exceptionally hot, dry and windy, 
that despite the fact that enormous 
numbers of the pest have been killed 
by the bait, they are moving so rap- 
idly into the grain that severe dam- 
age continues, 

“Thig is due to several causes, but 
mainly to the fact that under such 
conditions it is impossible to keep 
the bait moist for many minutes after 
it has been scattered. The small 
grasshoppers feed very little on bait 
after it igs thoroughly dry, even if 
later in the seaosn they will take the 
dry bait, especially if it contains salt. 
In such cases repeated applications of 
bait may be necessary until the major- 
ity of the pest has been exteerminated, 

“Despite the hot days the nights 
have been-cold and the grasshoppers 
are not feeding to’ any extent. until 
comparatively late in the morning 
with the result that much of the bait 
that has been gcattered soon after 
sunrise has dricd out before feeding 
begins. When the soil is moist and 
the nights are warmer, the ‘early ap- 
|plications give the best results, but 
under existing conditions,. 0° greater 
(ene Will be obtained if the bait ts

The greatest enemies of grain grow- 
ing are the rusts. Every year losses 
in Canada alone run into millions of 
bushels,, Several rusts attack grain, 
but by far the mot damage is done 
by the stem rust. Forms of this ‘rust 
attack wheat, barley, rye, oats and 
many grasses, : It is more severe on 
wheat than other cereals, especially ' 
In western Canada. Farmers speak 
of ,red and black rust, but these are, 
only stages of the stem rust, Another | 
stage-of this rust fs found in all var- 
feties of the common. barberry, a! 
shrub sometimes planted for orna-| 
ment but which is not native to cans 
ada, east of the Rocky Mountains, 

Rust is due toa fungus which is 
spread chiefly by seeds, or. spores as 
they are called. These settle on the 
leaves or stem, and send ‘threads 
through.the minute openings through 
which the plants get air. The threads 
of the fungus Brow in the tissues for 
a few days, then produce the well 
known masses of red spores which are 
carried about by the wind and thus 
spread the rust to other plants. Later 
black winter spores aye formed which 
in the spring may attack common bar- 
berries, but not grains, The masses 
of spores also break the skin to reach 
the surface, and thus the hot winds 
of summer ténd to dry out the plants. 
Moisture is necessary for the red 
spores to grow, so that rust is worse 
in wet seasons. 

How does the rust live over the 
winter? It is certain that the black 
spores can live over the winter and 
start the stem rust on the common 
barberry in the spring from which it 
easily spreads to grasses and grains. 
The red spores can live over.on wild 
grasses under certain conditions, and 
spores blown from wheat fields to the 
south are doubtless another source of 
rust outbreaks. Which of these {s 
the most important source of the ori- 
gin of rust in the early summer is 
hot known, though with out present 
knowledge the latter seems the most 
Important’ source, 

What can be done to prevent rust? 
As early maturing grain escapes, rust 
so early seeding is advisable and all 
operations that hasten maturity. Early 
varieties of good quality and yield 
should be used in preference to later 
maturing ones. All the varieties of 
bred wheat commonly grown in Can- 
ada are very susceptible. Kota, a 
bread wheat, introduced by the U.S. 
department of .agriculture, shows a 
marked resistance to’ stem rust, but 
is very susceptible to leaf rust; Some 
of the Durunis or mararconi wheats as 
Acme and Monad are very rust resis-

The 
losses resulting from a fire extend in 
so many directions that they can neyv- 
er be fully covered by insurance, In- 
surance, at the most, can be collected 
only for the gods and prpperty actual- 
ly destroyed. Where the fire has been 
in a shop or industrial plant, no mat- 
ter how fully the buildings and the 
contents may have been insured, there 
is no adequate compensation to that 
firm for the time lost from production 
while seeking a new location or re- 
building . There is no insurance on 
the unfilled business orders = which 
may go to a rival concern and mean | 
a permanent loss of trade. There Is 
no insurance for the loss of employ- 
ment suffered by the employees, 
many of whom may be compelled, 
temporarily at least, to accept employ- 
ment in other branches of industry 
at lower wages. There ig no insurance 
for the loss of production suffered by 
the public as a result of the plant be- 
ing put out of action. Anything which 
reduces production and makes com. | 
modities scarcer necessarily influen-: | 
ces higher prices.

AUTOMOBILE FIRE 


The average motorist has never 
given much thought to the question 
of extinguishing a fire in his car al- 
though carburetor fires occur quite 
frequently. Here are a few sugges- 
tions on the subject: 

1. The most important thing to re- 
member in case of fire is to keep cool. 
A few seconds lost in panic at the 
start may result disastrously. 

2, At least one small fire extin- 
guisher should be on every car, It 
should be placed where it may be 
readily accessible in an emergency. 
The small extinguisher is idispensable 
in handling a gasoline fire, and is also 
ueful in fighting any other kind of a 
blaze about the car. 

3. In the absence of an extingsuish- 
er, sand or dirt can be used, but it 
should be remembered that i? sand 
is thrown into the carburetor mech- 
anism, incalewlable harm is likely to 
result. 

4. Do not use water in attempting 
to extinguish a carburetor fire or other 
gasoline fire. This merely tends to 
spread the fire. 

5. If the fire has reached the drip 
pan, extinguish that first, and then 
work up to the carburetor, 


A quart of gasoline will propel an 
automobile -five miles. A similar 
quantity used for household cleaning 
often causes four fire trucks and an 
ambulance to run the same distance.

The above photograph shows His Baeelleney addressing 
the large crowd that had assembled to witness the unveiling, and at his 
right stands Mr. E. W. Beatty, President of the C. P. R. The guard of 
honor was composed of C. P, R, employees who were also war veterans, 
An exact copy of this statue was at the same time unveiled at Winnipeg 
in the presence of the Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba and at Vancouver 
by the Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia. On the same day also 
25 bronze tablets were unveiled at different points along the C, P, R, 
system as well as at the poipanyes European,” Arnerican and Asiatic 
offices: The base of the statue bore the following inscription: 
“To commemorate those in the service of the Canadian 

Pacific Railway Company who at the call of King and Country 

left all that was dear to them, endured hardship, faced danger 

and finally passed out of sight of men by the path of duty and 
self-sacrifice, giving up their own lives that others might live 

in freedom.

PLANES FIND 
NEW LAKES IN 
JASPER PARK 


Several hitherto unknown lakes 


and river valleys have been discover- | 


ed in Jasper Park, through the use 
of government aeroplanes, This work 
was undertaken by the High River 
Air station, and three experimental 
flight, were carr ied out over the re- 
gion for the purpose of eexploration 
and reconnaissances, The Canadian 
air board report states: “A flight was 
made on each of three successive 
days with gratifying success and the 
possibilities of the use of air craft 
for exploration in mountain regions 
and in the administration and general 
maintenance of the park system were 
proved. wthout a doubt.” 

At the conclusion of the operation, 
Colonel Maynard Rogers, park super- 
intendent who was taken as an ob- 


| server on each of the three flights ex- 


pressed himself ag highly pleased with 
the results obtained and with the ra- 
pidity with which it was possible to 
reach any part of the park as com- 
pared with making a similar trip by 
trail. In the seven hours flying over 
the park he claimed he travelled more 
country than he could possibly have 
done in six weeks’ or two months’ 
hard travelling. Col. Rogers also ex- 
presed the opinion that — sufficient 
flying had been done to demonstrate 
the absolute necessity of having ma- 
chines stationed at Jasper Park to 
continue this exploration reconnais- 
sance work, ag well ag for the  pur- 
pose of forest fire protection,
